During tbe first 4 nontha of 1949 » mineral production has Increased greatly 
aa oospared vlth last year. During the first quarter of 1949, coal production 
inoTeasad by 26.7 perosut, the production of unrefined lead by 40.^ percent and 
of refined lead by 35-9 percent, antimony production by 27.8 percent, and bauxite 
production by Il8«3 percent. 

Slorenian mlnerr exceeded their plan for the first quarter by le7 percent 
and their April plan by 4 percent. In Serbia, 14 mines exceeded their quarter 
plan and more than 16 exceeded their April plan. 

Trepca, the most euocesaful nonferrous mine, exceeded Its quarter plac by 
3 percent and Its plan for sine concentrate by 7 percent, and fulfilled Its 
plan for lead concentrate and refined lead.
